Arrested For Murder 30 Years Ago, 
Gainesville, Ga., Alay 4—1 hirty years 
nfter being indicted for t t e murder of 
V;iJ]iam King, in Madison county, Ga., 
William Graham was arrested in Hall 
county, where he has lived silice 1877. 


Though the detectives

Dr. Marvin, the little fellow's fa- 
ther, Y/ho lias searched over the same 
marsh day and night since t'he disap- 
pearance, and who, with Superintend- 
ent Bearso, of the Philadelphia Pink- 
erton's, burned the grass off level with 
this identical 
spot and saw no 
boy 
four weeks ago, is satisfied that the 
little fellow did not die there. 
Over- 
burdened with his grief and weeping 
like a child, Dr. Marvin received the 
news of the finding of the body from 
Ollie Pleasanton, a neighbor, who was 
gunning for ducks on the marsh when 
ho chanced to discover the boy. 


The child's clothing was Intact, and 
Just as it was on the day of his dis- 
appearance.

still on his hands.

en cap was pulled down over his face,

Hunting the wild turkëy In winter 
ireather in the Osage Indian reserva­ 
tion in Oklahoma is princely sport, 
writes the Guthrie (jori'espondent of 
the New York Sun. * The alertness, 
istrategy and swiftness of this magnifi­ 
cent bird of the forest fils it to elude 
its most patient pursuers, and a well 
trained dog is indispensable. 
The 
iturkey owned by our leader, Don Sag­ 
ers, the ranchman, was a strange look­ 
ing mongrel, a cross between a point* 
•er and bull terrier, but his mixed 
pedigree had produced a wary ten* 
acious trailer. 
The sun was high toward the merid­ 
ian before the hunters had penetrated 
the long deep canon where eight big 
gobblers were known to make thetr 
liome. 
The boulders that had turn- 
*bled down and piled themselves as 
^barriers to entrance on 
horseback 
sorely tried the »trength and endur­ 
ance of the hunters. 
Par up toward Its head the canon 
widened into a narrow meadow land, 
through which ran a spring fed rivu­ 
let, along who-so course grew a fringe 
of elms, oaks and sycamores.

DIVORCES GROW BY LEAPS FOUR 
TO f i f t e e n f o l d . 


Brooklyn Lags Far Behind the Rest 
of the Country. 
Statistics given out by the Census 
Bureau show that while the number 
of divorces granted in other large 
cities of the country during the last 
twenty years has increased from four 
to fifteen fold, the percentage of de 
crees 
granted 
in 
Kings 
County 
(Brooklyn) during the same period 
had increased only a trifle more than 
three fold, a smaller percentage than 
in any other large center of popula 
tion in the United States for the same 
period. 
The same dispatches showed 
that no estimate could be made of 
the ratio in Manhattan (New York 
City) because the court records there 
were not kept in proper shape to en 
able the census officials to get a fair 
estimate of the increase. 
For the purpose of making the esti­ 
mate the census oflilcials divided their 
inquiry into two periods of twenty 
years each. 
The first period covered 
the years from 1867 to 1886 inclusive, 
while the second period embraced the 
years from 1887 to 1906 inclusive. For 
the first period the number of di­ 
vorces granted in the Kings county 
courts for each 100,000 persons was 
15. 
For the second period the num­ 
ber of decrees for each 100,000 popu­ 
lation in the City of Churches and 
Homes was only 23. This shows that 
the percentage of divorces increased 
slightly more than threefold in Brook­ 
lyn, but in view of the rate at which 
divorces have beea obtained all over 
the country during the same period, 
Brooklyn's increase is considered very 
small. 
The number of divorces in Cincin­ 
nati Increased fifteenfold during the 
same period, while Indianapolis came 
along with only a fourfold increase. 
In Chicago the divorce rate increased 
from 73 for each 100,000 to 107 in the 
second 
period. 
Philadelphia's 
in­ 
crease was from 22 during the first 
period to 63 in the second. 
Boston 
showed an increase of from 40 to 63 
per 100,000 persons in the second 
period. 
In view of the figures from other 
large cities, it was said, Brooklyn 
might well be proud of its showing. 
In the first period the Brooklyn courts 
granted 1,602 divorces. In the second 
period 6,144 applications for divorces 
were filed, but the exact number 
'granted has not yet been ascertained 
because the 1906 records are not yet 
complete. 
Residents of the City of 
Churches predicted that when the rec­ 
ords for last year are tabulated, the 
percentage of Brooklyn would be low­ 
ered still further. 
Records for the whole United States 
revealed that during the period from 
1867 to 1886 the number of divorces 
granted was 328,000. 
The numbér 
granted during the period from 1887 
to 1906 inclusive was more than 1,- 
000,000.

T no very distant day the new lines of railway constructed 
within this Republic will be without grades or curves.

will be laid with 100-pound steel rails, upon broken-stone road­ 
beds, well drained, with steel ties laid in asphalt. 
The motive power will be electricity developoil by water 
power or gravity. 
They will be lighted by the same power, 
and the cars and depots ’\vill also be heated from the same 
source. 
There will be no dust to annoy passengers or to soil the inside of pas­ 
senger cars or to injure the boxes and axles of the trucks. 
Cars of 50-ton capacity, made of steel, will be used. 
They will have at 
least two tracks and sidings so arranged at stations that passengers and 
freight can be loaded and unloaded without interfering with the continuous 
passing of trains both ways upon the main tracks. 
Upon such a railway freight can be carried for an average of 25 cents 
per ton for 100 miles at a fair profit upon the cost of construction, equljftnent 
and operation. 
Upon such a railway a locomotive can haul 2,500 tons of merchandise in 
fifty cars forty miles an hour, without injury to the roadbed or rolling stock. 
The cost of motive power will be trivial as compared with the cost of 
steam 
power. 
It is the 
grades 
and curves upon 
defective roadbeds 
that destroy the rails and 
rolling 
stock. 
An air-line railway 
without 
grade 
can 
be 
built from 
Brunswick, 
Ga., 
to 
San 
Diego, 
Cai., 
that 
will not exceed 2,100 miles in 
length. Upon that railway a passenger 
train can cross the continent In thirty-five hours and a fast freight In fifty 
hours. 
With a line of steamers upon the Atlantic sailing from Brunswick to 
Europe with coaling stations at Bermuda and the Azores, mei'chandise can 
be carried from the Pacific at San Diego or Los Angeles to Southampton in 
nine days or less. 
Cotton can be hauled from Texas to San Diego at nominal 
cost. 
With a line of steamers sailing from New York to Brunswick, frait 
from California can be delivered in New York in five days at one-fifth of the 
charge now demanded by rail. 
Such a railway can be built in five years and iw;lll become “the highway of 
the nations across this continent.*'

Colestock on Friday received the death 
warrant for Wm. Eyler fixing Tuesday, 
June 25, as the date of execution upon 
which he must pay the penalty for the 
murder of Howard Miller.

CITY IN PAWN 100 YEARS. 


Sweden, Failing to Redeem WIsmar, 
It Becomes a German Town. 


Wismar, a port of 18,000 people on 
the Baltic, 
situated 
in the 
German 
duchy of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 
but 
belonging legally to Sweden, has 
re- 
cently become a German city, says the 
Chicago Chronicle. 
It was pledged to ! 
King Gustavus IV. for a loan of 
000,000, and the king of Sweden hav- 
ing failed to redeem 
It within 
the 
century It has passed to the Duke of 
Mecklenburg-Schferin, from whose an- 
cestors the money was borrowed. 


In the early part of the 
eighteenth 
century the most powerful enemy of 
Sweden, after the destruction of the 
Hanseatic league, a kind 
of 
trade 
union established by certain German 
cities for safety and commercial pur- 
poses, captured. Wismar 
and 
razed 
the 
fortilications. 
Afterward 
peace 
was declared and the city reverted to 
Sweden, but with the provision 
that 
she should not rebuild 
the fortlflca- 
lions. 
Tlie place thus lost its strength 
and importance and became instead an 
element of weakness 
to the Swedes. 
Its great sea trade was ruined and its 
inland) trade lost. 


Under these circumstances 
It was 
not surprising that the Swedes tired 
at last of their white elephont. 
So in 
the reign of the incompetent and ex- 
travagant Gustavus IV., with the ter- 
ritory lost to the French in one war, 
with Finland lost to Russia, with de- 
feat in a war against 
Norway, the 
Swedes seized an opportunity 
to re- 
lieve themselves of the burden of pos- 
session. 


The direct opportunity was given by 
the cancellation by Gustavus of his 
engagement to tho daughter of Duke 
Frederick Francis I. 
That person not 
unnaturally resented 
the insult 
and 
threatened ddre 
things. 
Finally 
his 
threats crystallzed into a demand for 
an enormous indemnity. 
Tho money 
had to be rnlsod at once. 
The duchy 
of Mecklenburg 
advanced 
1,258,000 
richsihaJor and took 
Wismar, Neuk- 
loster and the Island of Poel as secur- 
ity. 


Under the conditions 
of the loan, 
the city of Wismar and» the two gov- 
ernment districts were to remain in 
pledges for 100 years. 
At the end of 
that time Sweden might claim 
and 
obuiin the pledged city and 
land by 
paying back the original loan, with 3 
percent compound interest. 


A 
further 
provision, however, 
of 
the loan was that should Sweden fall 
to take any notice whatever of tiie 
expiration of tho time, the 
contract 
would thereby be renewed for anoth- 
er 100 years. 
The sum which 
Swe^ 
den would« have to pay if she wanted 
to claim Wismar and the two govern- 
ment districts is figured as amounting 
to 
$27,000,000, and this alone, quite 
apart from considerations 
of policy, 
operated, doubtless, as 
a bar against 
the assertion of her rights. 


It will be seen that while the imme- 
diate business transaction dates back 
but about 300 years, any diplomatic 
squabbles over the city

Ii>VER has there been a time In the last fifty years more 
favorable for Investment In New England farm property 
so far, as least, as relates to Vermont.

The assertion is made, and can be maintained, that there Is 
no business going more sure of successful returns than farming right here 
in Vermont. 
There has never been a time when it paid better than now, 
considering the amount of money employed to cónduct it. 
Think of an in- 
vestment of ?3000 to $4000 for a farm of one to two hundred acres that will 
keep a dairy of twenty to thirty cows or a like proportion of sheep or young 
cattle. 
At present rates for money in savings banks, 3 1-2 to 4 percent, the 
54000 investment would call for ?160 income at the highest rate. 
Wliat kind 
of a farmer are you that cannot get more than this out of your $4000 In a 
farm? 
What kind of stocks of syndicates or mines are you going to invest 
in that will come anywhere near the solidity and safety of this $4000 farm? 


True, the scarcity of labor is a handicap to farming. 
Investigate and 
you will find that every other line of business has its uphill sides. 
Ask the 
contractor, the manufacturer, the merchant, and see. 


At present prices for farms and farjn products in the Champlain valley, 
no safer investments can be found. Probably a like condition holds through- 
out the choice farm sections of all the New England States. 
There seems to 
be a boom in farm lands in many sections in Maine. 


New England is being overlooked by investors. The great West has been 
too alluring. Lands there are too high. 
Here they are too low, and this fact 
is coming to be recognized.

When tabulated and put into shape 
the researches of Mr. Ross Indicate 
that millions of wild hare^ are snared 
and eliminated from Maine every win- 
ter. 


Mr.. Ross found that an ordinary 
flour barrel holds 65 dead hares, if 
they are stowed closely, and that a 
sugar barrel will chamber SO hares 
easily. 


Allowing the December shipments 
from Washington county by rail to 
have been one-half in flour barrels 
and the other half in sugar barrels, 
he finds that about 22,000 dead hares 
came from the county by the railroad, 
to say nothing of the much larger 
number 
which were sent away, by 
steamboats and sailing craft which 
touch at ports along the coast and 
which carry freight much 
cheaper 
than the railroads. 


As the season for snaring hares be- 
gins with the fall of the forest leaves 
in October and as the number caught 
Increases constantly until the snow 
gets soft under the sun of March, and 
as Washington 
county is only one. 
and not the largest one, among the 16 
counties of Maine, all of which are 
alive with lean and muscular hares, 
which are good to eat when cooked in 
fitews or potted in rabbit pies, it Is the 
belief of Mr. Ross that more than a 
million Maine hares go toward 
the 
feeding of Western cities and towns 
every season. 


The strangest part 
of 
the 
hare 
catching industry lies in the fact that 
the average price which the hunters 
receive for their labors is 5 cents a 
head for every hare that is caught 
and packed and delivered at the rail- 
road station. 


To those who do not know how they 
catch hares in Maine this sum seems 
hardly enough to buy powder and shot 
for the killing; but Maine hunters are 
not so unwise as to pay out money for 
shot and powder when they can get 
more hares and get them more cheap- 
ly by snaring. 


A Maine rabbit snare is the most 
primitive 
implement 
of 
slaughter 
knowu to mankind. 


In its revised form it consists of a 
springyl gray 
birch sapling with 
a 
cross stick tied to the top with a wire, 
from which cross stick there depends 
a slim loop of copper wire, which is 
arranged like a slip noose. 


By bending the sapling across the 
funways of the hares and attaching 
the cross bar slightly to two upright 
birch 
saplings, so that the 
copper 
noose shall hang directly across the 
path of the hares, the hunters can pro- 
vide a trap that will last all wintex', 
and perhaps capture a hundred hares, 
all at a cost of not over 2 cents. 


The men and boys who snare hares 
for profit as a rule select some tract 
of woodland which was chopped over 
for spruce or pine ten years previous- 
ly, and which has sprung up thickly 
to gray birches and red cherry trees. 


In most cases the log camps which 
were used by the former lumbermen 
are still standing and may be fixed up 
and made serviceable at a small out- 
lay. 
Having brought in fat salt pork 
and Indian meal enough 
to last a 
month, the campers spend the 
first 
week or two in learning where the 
haros run when they roam abroad at 
aight to browse upon the terminal 
twigs of the birches. If they are for- 
tujiate in finding the runv/ays, a num- 
ber of hares may be caught before the 
snow falls, at least enough to keep 
the campers supplied in fresh meat. 


As soon as the snow comes and the 
taths of the hares can be picked out 
from the number of tracks leading in 
any direction the work begins in ear- 
nest 
The snares are visited at morn- 
ing and night, and after the strangled 
animals 
have 
been 
taken 
out 
the 
springpole is set again so as to be 
ready for the next victim. 


Meantime, the men prepare wood to 
be used as fuel, and cut holes in the 
ice, through which they catch pick- 
erel and, if not averse to breaking 
the law, trout and land-locked salmon 
as well. 


Steel traps are set along the borders 
f streams and lakes for the taking of 
miuk and otter, and by the sides ui 
abandoned wood roads for foxes anf^ 
oup cerviers and when the older and 
more experienced members are for- 
warding the work in hand, the boys 
go hunting for spruce gum, which is 
worth $1.50 a pound at the drug stores 
or for black ash hoop poles, which 
bring 5 cents apiece in the cooper 
shops. 


By the time one thousand or more 
hares are taken and the store of fresh 
provisions Is running low one member 
of the party goes to the nearest vll-* 
läge to hire a horse and sled for the 
purpose of taking the hares to the 
railroads or steamboats, and to bring 
in fresh supplies irom the markets and 
grocery stores. 
And when the hunt- 
ing mechanism is once started and the 
hares are coming in at the rate of 
one thousand a week, business goes 
on at a gaining velocity all through 
the winter, and until the oncoming 
sun sends the sap aloft in the rock 
maple trees and warns the workers 
that it is time to take in their snares 
nnd put out snn buckets for the mak- 
ing of maple sirup. 


The busiest ana most profitable time 
of the year is during the holiday sea- 
son, beginning ten days before Easter 
and lasting three weeks. 


It is then that the small French-Ca- 
nadian boys and their larger Yankee 
and Irish associates'go to camp with 
cheap guns and mongrel dogs and 
liunt and feast and play and Imagine 
they are wild Indians, and, 
though 
they are not so successful as hunters 
as their elder and more sedate kin- 
dred, they find far more enjoyment in 
the outing than it is possible for any 
adult to secure. ^ 


Not only are immense numbers of 
hares shipped from Maine every win- 
ter—many of them going as far West 
as Chicago and as far South as New 
Orleans—but in the far North woods 
of Aroostook county, where there are 
many 
French-Canadian 
squatters, 
whole families make a great part of 
their winter living on hare pies and 
hare stews, which, by using plenty of 
fat in the cooking, make healthful and 
nourishing diets for several thousand 
industrious and prolific people, who at 
no distant date will perhaps become 
the dominant race in Maine. 


None of the financial fiurries which 
and villages, sell their surplus stock 
markets of the big cities was ever 
known to affect the great hare indus- 
try of* Maine. 
If the consuming cen- 
ters become ov^erstocked with frozen 
hares and the price drops below 5 
cents per capita, the hunters 
load 
their 
sleds 
with 
dead 
hares, 
and,' 
driving among the suburbs of cities 
and villages, sell their surpus stock 
to the poultrymen for 2 or 4 cents 
each. 
And there is always a market 
for hares among the growers of poul- 
try, because boiled hare meat, mixed 
»with Indian meal, and served hot. Is 
said to make the most stubborn hen 
lay double-yolk eggs every day. 


Another surprising feature in the 
hare industry is that though nearly 
every carniverous bird or animal that 
runs wild—foxes, bobcats, loup cer- 
viers. minks, martens, raccoons, owls, 
hawks and eagles—finds 
the 
great 
Northern hare its most reliable source 
of food supply from September to May 
and though 1,000,000 hares are sent 
from Maine yearly and as many more 
are used in human economy at home— 
in spite of this enormous drain upon 
the resources of a prolific race, which 
has been going on for years and prom- 
ises to continue indefinitely, instead^ 
of diminishing or showing any deple-' 
tion, the supply of hares seems to bei 
gaining 
constantly. — Indianapolis 
News.

Sweden, Failing to Redeem WIsmar, 
It Becomes a German Town. 
WIsmar, a port of 18,000 people on 
the Baltic, 
situated) 
In the 
German 
duchy of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, but 
belonging legally to Sweden, has 
re­ 
cently become a German city, says the 
Chicago Chronicle. 
It was pledged to ! 
King Gustavus IV. for a loan of ?1,- 
üüü,ü00, and the king of Sweden hav­ 
ing failed to redeem 
it within 
the 
century it has passed to the Duke of 
Mecklenburg-Schferln, from whose an­ 
cestors the money was borrowed. 
In the early part of the 
eighteenth 
century the most powerful enemy of 
Sweden, after the destruction of the 
Hanseatic league, a kind 
of 
trade 
union established by certain German 
cities for safety and commercial pur­ 
poses, captured. WIsmar and 
razed 
the 
fortifications. 
Afterward 
peace 
was declared and the city reverted to 
Sweden, but with the provision 
that 
she should not rebuild 
the fortifica­ 
tions. 
Tlie place thus lost its strength 
and Importance and became Instead an 
element of weakness 
to the Swedes. 
Its great sea trade was ruined and its 
inland» trade lost. 
Under these circumstances 
it was 
not surprising that the Swedes tired 
at last of their white elephont. 
So In 
the reign of the incompetent and ex­ 
travagant Gustavus IV., with the ter­ 
ritory lost to the French in one war, 
with Finland lost to Russia, with de­ 
feat In a war against 
Norway, the 
Swedes seized an opportunity 
to re­ 
lieve themselves of the burden of pos­ 
session. 
The direct opportunity was given by 
the cancellation by Gustavus of his 
engagement to tho daughter of Duke 
Frederick Francis I. 
That person not 
imnaturally resented 
the insult and 
threatened ddre 
things. 
Finally 
his 
threats crystallzed into a demand for 
an enormous indemnity. 
Tho money 
had to be raised at onco. 
The duchy 
of Mecklenburg 
advanced 
1,258,000 
rlchsihalor and took 
WIsmar, Neuk- 
loster and the Island of Poel as secur­ 
ity. 
Under the conditions 
of the loan, 
the city of Wismar and» the two gov­ 
ernment districts were to remain in 
pledges for 100 years. 
At the end of 
that time Sweden might claim and 
obuiln the pledged city and 
land by 
paying back the original loan, with 3 
percent compound interest. 
A 
further 
provision, however, 
of 
the loan was that should Sweden fail 
to take any notice whatever of X h a 
expiration of the time, the 
contract 
would thereby be renewed for anoth­ 
er 100 years.

den wouldi have to pay If she wanted 
to claim Wismar and the two govern­ 
ment districts is figured as amounting 
to $27,000,000, and this alone, quite 
apart from considerations

The assertion Is made, and can be maintained, that there is 
no business going more sure of successful returns than farming right here 
in Vermont. 
There has never been a time when it paid better than now, 
considering the amount of money employed to cónduct it. 
Think of an in­ 
vestment of ?3000 to $4000 for a farm of one to two hundred acres that will 
keep a dairy of twenty to thirty cows or a like proportion of sheep or young 
cattle. 
At present rates for money In savings banks, 3 1-2 to 4 percent, the 
$4000 investment would call for $160 income at the highest rate. 
Wliat kind 
of a farmer are you that cannot get more than this out of your $4000 in a 
farm? 
W hat kind of stocks of syndicates or mines are you going to Invest 
in that will come anywhere near the solidity and safety of this $4000 farm? 
True, the scarcity of labor is a handicap to farming. 
Investigate and 
you will find that every other line of business has its uphill sides. Ask the 
contractor, the manufacturer, the merchant, and see. 
At present prices for farms and farm products in the Champlain valley, 
no safer investments can be found. 
Probably a like condition holds through­ 
out the choice farm sections of all the New England States. There seems to 
be a boom In farm lands in many sections In Maine. 
New England is being overlooked by investors. The great W est has been 
too alluring. Lands there are too high. 
Here they are too low, and this fact 
is coming to be recognized.

as Washington county is only one, 
and not the largest one, among the 16 
counties of Maine, all of which are 
alive with lean and muscular hares, 
which are good to eat when cooked in 
stews or potted In rabbit pies, it is the 
belief of Mr. Ross that more than a 
million Maine hares go toward the 
feeding of W estern cities and towns 
every season. 
The strangest part 
of 
the 
hare 
catching industry lies in the fact th at 
the average price which the hunters 
receive for their labors is 5 cents a 
head for every hare that is caught 
and packed and delivered at the rail­ 
road station. 
To those who do not know how they 
catch hares in Maine this sum seems 
hardly enough to buy powder and shot 
for the killing; but Maine hunters are 
not so unwise as to pay out money for 
shot and powder when they can get 
more hares and get them more cheap­ 
ly by snaring. 
A Maine rabbit snare is the most 
primitive 
implement 
of 
slaughter 
knowu to mankind. 
In its revised form it consists of a 
springyj gray birch sapling with a 
cross stick tied to the top with a wire, 
from which cross stick there depends 
a slim loop of copper wire, which is 
arranged like a slip noose. 
By bending the sapling across the 
funways of the hares and attachin 
the cross bar slightly to two upright 
birch saplings, so th at the copper 
noose shall hang directly across the 
path of the hares, the hunters can pro­ 
vide a trap th at will last all winter, 
and perhaps capture a hundred hares, 
all at a cost of not over 2 cents. 
The men and boys who snare hares 
for profit as a rule select some tract 
of woodland which was chopped over 
for spruce or pine ten years previous­ 
ly, and which has sprung up thickly 
to gray birches and red cherry trees. 
In most cases the log camps which 
were used by the former lumbermen 
are still standing and may be fixed up 
and made serviceable at a small out­ 
lay. 
Having brought In fat salt pork 
and Indian meal enough to last a 
month, the campers spend the first 
week or two in learning where the 
hares run when they roam abroad at 
night to browse upon the terminal 
twigs of the birches. If they are for- 
ti/jiate in finding the runv/ays, a num­ 
ber of hares may be caught before the 
snow falls, at least enough to keep 
the campers supplied in fresh meat. 
As soon as the snow comes and the 
paths of the hares can be picked out 
h*om the number of tracks leading in 
any direction the work begins in ear­ 
nest. The snares are visited at morn­ 
ing and night, and after the strangled 
animals 
have 
been taken out the 
springpole is set again so as to be 
ready for the next victim. 
Meantime, the men prepare wood to 
be used as fuel, and cut holes in the 
ice, through which they catch pick­ 
erel and, if not averse to breaking 
the law, trout and land-locked salmon 
as well. 
Steel traps are set along the borders 
f streams and lakes for the taking of 
mink and otter, and by the sides of 
abandoned wood roads for foxes anr^ 
oup cerviers and when the older and 
more experienced members are for­ 
warding the work in haiid, the boys 
go hunting for spruce gum, which is 
worth $1.50 a pound at the drug stores 
or for black ash hoop poles, which 
bring 5 cents apiece in the cooper 
shops.

OLDEST ORCHARD IN AMERICA. 


Is 200 Years Old, and the Windfall! 


Lie Two Feet Deep, 


The oldest apple orchard in Ameri- 
ca, if not in the world, is in the cen- 
tre of the ancicnt of Manzano, IS miles 
southwest of Estancia, Terrance coun- 
ty, New Mexico. 
Many of the trees 
are more than six feet In circumfer- 
ence, but all are still fruitful and vig- 
orous although neglccted for genera- 
tions. 
Lrittle Is known of the history 
of this orchard, but the oldest inhabi- 
tants of the valley of the Rio Grande 
remember the orchard from childhood 
and 
say that 
the trees 
have not 
changed in appearance since then. 
Venerable Mexicans and Pueblo In- 
dians tell of visiting the orchard aa 
far back as they can remember and 
finding apples on the ground in all 
stages of decomposition at least two 
feet deep. 


The Estancia Valley has been peo- 
ple for ages, probably by the kinsmen 
of the natives found by the Spanish 
explorers at Gran Quivira, Abo and 
other ancient cities. 
Probably In the 
early days of the Spanish occupation 
ijome Franciscan monk found his way 
to Manzano and there planted the 
seeds that have developed into these 
venerable trees. 
They are no doubt 
fully three hundred years old. 


Close by the orchard Is a little lake 
fed by a large spring. 
A short dis- 
tance away Is a grove of pines and ce- 
dars, making an ideal place for picnic 
and camping parties.—New York Her- 
ald.

SUBSTITUTES FOR COPPER. 


A Hint That May Prove 
Useful to 


Elecirlcians. 


One of the chief uses to which cop- 
per is put is to conduct electricity. The 
high price of tho metal, notwithstand- 
ing the abundant production, has led 
the manufacturers of electrical equip- 
ment to look around for substitutes. 
One was found several years ago in 
aluminum. 
Being much lighter than 
copper, and nearly as good a conduc- 
tor, it will pay to use it when the price 
is not more than twice that of the red 
metal. And now comes an announce- 
ment of another thing which perhaps 
can be used. Sodium, it is asserted, 
weighs only one-ninth as much as cop- 
per and conducts about one-third as 
well. A pound of sodium, therefore, 
ought to conduct three times as well 
as a pound of copper wire. Just now 
sodium Is much more expensive than 
copper because only small quantities 
are produced, but an electro^hemist 
named Betts is tho authority for the 
statement that it could be manufac- 
tured on a large scale for 7 1-2 cents 
a pound. 
That is 'less than half the 
present price of copper. 
Hence, if 
sodium was perfectly satisfactory in 
every other way, it would do the 
work at one-sixth the expense of cop- 
per. 


However, sodium is not well adapted 
to the proposed service because It Is 
too soft, and it burns too easily. It 
can be set on fire by throwing it into 
water. Hence it would be necessary 
to do one of two things'. It might be 
Inclosed in a thin tube of hard metal— 
Iron, for instance—or some sort of an 
alloy made in whiich the conductivity 
of the sodium would be combined with 
the strength of some other matal. The 
plan recommended by Mr. Lietts is to 
fill iron pipes 
with 
sodiu.ii. 
These 
would be too heavy, of 
course, to 
serve as trolley wires or 
telegraph 
wires, but would 
make 
admirable 
underground conductors whore It was 
necessary to transmit large 
amounts 
of electricity. 
Buriai would have the 
additional advantage 
that 
it Avould 
lessen the risk of 
fire 
because, if 
sodium is likely to ^ ignite 
easily, a 
bare wire of that material might be 
more dangerous than a copi sr one. 


It is evident that the matter ndieds 
more study before anything practical 
can come from Mr. Bett's suggestions, 
but it is not impossible that the hint 
may eventually prove of great value to 
electricians.—New York Tribune.

OLDEST ORCHARD IN AMERICA. 


Is 200 Years Old, and the Windfall! 
Lie Two Feet Deep. 
The oldest apple orchard in Ameri­ 
ca, if not in the world, is in the cen­ 
tre of the ancient of Manzano, IS miles 
southwest of Estancia, Terrance coun­ 
ty, New Mexico. 
Many of the trees 
are more than six feet in circumfer­ 
ence, but all are still fruitful and vig­ 
orous although neglected for genera­ 
tions. 
Little is known of the history 
of this orchard, but the oldest inhabi­ 
tants of the valley of the Rio Grande 
remember the orchard from childhood 
and 
say 
that 
the 
trees 
have not 
changed in appearance since then. 
Venerable Mexicans and Pueblo In­ 
dians tell of visiting the orchard aa 
far back as they can remember and 
finding apples on the ground in all 
stages of decomposition at least two 
feet deep. 
The Estancia Valley has been peo­ 
ple for ages, probably by the kinsmen 
of the natives found by the Spanish 
explorers at Gran Quivira, Abo and 
other ancient cities. 
Probably in the 
early days of the Spanish occupation 
some Franciscan monk found his way 
lo Manzano and there planted the 
seeds that have developed into these 
venerable trees. 
They are no doubt 
fully three hundred years old. 
Close by the orchard is a little lake 
fed by a large spring. 
A short dis­ 
tance away Is a grove of pines and ce­ 
dars, making an ideal place for picnic 
and camping parties.—New York Her­ 
ald«.

SUBSTITUTES FOR COPPER. 


A Hint That IViay 
Prove 
Useful 
to 
Electricians. 
One of the chief uses to w’hich cop­ 
per is put is to conduct electricity. Tho 
high price of tho metal, notwithstand­ 
ing the abundant production, has led 
the manufacturers of electrical equip­ 
ment to look around for substitutes. 
One was found several years ago in 
aluminum. 
Being much lighter than 
copper, and nearly as good a conduc­ 
tor, it will pay to use it when the price 
is not more than twice th at of the red 
metal. And now comes an announce­ 
ment of another thing which perhaps 
can be used. Sodium, it is asserted, 
weighs only one-ninth as much as cop­ 
per and conducts about one-third as 
well. A pound of sodium, therefore, 
ought to conduct three times as well 
as a pound of copper wire. 
Just now 
sodium Is much more expensive than 
copper because only small quantities 
are produced, but an electroKjhemist 
named Betts is the authority for the 
statem ent that it could be manufac­ 
tured on a large scale for 7 1-2 cents 
a pound. 
That Is ’less than half the 
present price of copper. 
Hence, 
if 
sodium was perfectly satisfactory in 
every other way, 
it would do the 
work at one-sixth the expense of cop­ 
per. 
However, sodium is not well adapted 
to the proposed service because it Is 
too soft, and it burns too easily. 
It 
can be set on fire by throwing it into 
water. Hence it would be necessary 
to do one of two things*. 
It might be 
inclosed in a thin tube of hard metal— 
Iron, for Instance—or some sort of an 
alloy made in whiich the conductivity 
of the sodium would be combined with 
the strength of some other matal. The 
plan recommended by Mr. Betts is to 
fill iron pipes 
with 
sodiu.n. 
These 
would be too heavy, 
of 
course, 
to 
serve as trolley wires 
or 
telegraph 
wires, but would 
make 
admirable 
underground conductors whore it was 
necessary to transmit large 
amounts 
of electricity, 
Buriai would have the 
additional advantage that 
it would 
lessen the risk 
of fire 
bt'cause, 
If 
sodium Is JikeJy to ^ Ignite easily, 
a 
bare wire of that material might be 
more dangerous than a copi er one. 
It Is evident that the m atter ndteds 
more study before anything practical 
can come from Mr, Belt’s suggestions, 
but It is not Impossible that the hint 
may eventually prove of great value to 
clectrIcians,—New York Tribune.

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NOXIOUS ANIMAL LAW* 
> A bill creating bounties for the de­ 
struction of certain noxious tmiranU and 
appropriating | 50,000 to carry out the 
provisions of the net, tins becomc a law 
by the governor siguiug the measure. It 
bccomcs clTectivo at once aud its provi­ 
sions will be of interest to those living 
in the rural district 
The bounties are 
as follows: Each wildcat» $4; fox, $2 ; 
weasel or mink, $1. Origiually the bill 
provided $1 for cach horned or barred 
owl or goshawk, but these were struck 
out. 
Persons entitled to such bounty and 
desirous of securing the same must take 
tho body of tho animal or the entire pelt 
before a magistrate, alderman or jilsticc 
of tho peace of the county in which the 
animal was killed and swear that he kill* 
cd it, giviug tho principle details of kill­ 
ing, Tho magistrate must then, in the 
presence of tho applicant aud at least 
one other elector of the county cut oft 
the animal’s cars aud burn them. Tho 
officer is then to give tho applicant a cer­ 
tificate to the county commissioners and 
tho commissioners arc in turn to draw 
tho proper ordei on tho county treasurer. 
The commissioners are to make affidavit 
semi-annually to the state of the amount 
paid out in bounties ana the state is then 
to reimburse such county. 
Any attempts to collect bounties illc* 
gaily arc misdemeanors each punishable 
by a iiuc of from $100 to $500 or impris­ 
onment of oue day for each dollar of the 
line imposed.
